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THE JUBILEE. 

In 1882, the American Madura Mission appointed 
a committee to make preparations for the celebration, 
in 1884, of its fiftieth anniversary. 

This committee sent a letter to all the churches in 

the mission, pointing out the benefits that would arise 

from the appropriate observance of the year, and 

appointing a special celebration in Madura. Those 

churches which supported their pastors only in part 

were urged to undertake their whole support in 1884, 

churches without pastors to call pastors, and the smaller 

congregations to assume in larger measure the support 

of their catechists or teachers. A special thank-offering 

was also called for, to be set aside as an endowment 

fund for Pasumalai Seminary. 

The time fixed upon for the public celebration of the 
Jubilee was Feb. 26-28, and a temporary pavilion, 
sufficient for the accommodation of about two thousand 
people, was erected on the mission compound. 

The meeting, the full programme of which is given 
below, was a grand success. Some were app^^V©^^^^® 
of cholera, as it had been prevailing to soxvve ®^^^^ 
in the city and vicinity up to the time of tV^ wye^^^^^' 
and a few may have stayed away; but the -^ 41^ x\ 
filled the pavilion numbered from fifteetx ^^ iv^^ 
two thousand each day.

The first meeting began at 7-30, on Tuesday morn- 
ing, when a crowded audience listened to the opening 
sermon by Eev. A. Barnes. The interest of each day 
was well sustained. The papers read had been care- 
fully prepared and were full of interest. The addresses 
were also inspiring. The procession on Tuesday was 
marked by promptness in forming and marching. It 
was a rare sight, this procession of more than fifteen 
hundred Christians with banners and flags, passing 
through the principal streets of the great heathen 
city. The populace, who never before believed that 
there were so many Christians in the district, stared in 
open-mouthed wonder at the concourse of people. 

The offerings on Wednesday p. m. were remarkably 
good, more than Es. 3,000 being pledged within the 
first half hour. Before the close of the meeting the 
sum anaounted to Ks, 4,136, and contributions subse- 
quently received have increased the amount to Rs. 
5,000. 

The concert on Tuesday evening and the sciopticon 
exhibitions on Wednesday evening were both attended 
by crowded audiences. 

The English meeting on Thursday morning was one 
of tender interest. A considerable audience of English- 
speaking natives was present. The addresses of Mr. 
Shahu Daji Kukde of Bombay, Rev. S. W. Howland 
of Jaffna, Rev. J. H. Wyckoff of Tindivanam, Rev. 
R. A. Hume of Ahmednagar, and Rev. C. Harding 
of Sholapore were very interesting and appropriate. 
The marked emotion produced by an allusion on tlie 
part of one speaker, to the late Rev. J. Rendall, shovr- 
ed the tender place his memory held in the hearts of 
'I. The Lord's Supper, admipisteir^d by Rev. J. E, 
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Chandler, and Rev. J. H. WyckofE of tlie Arcot 
mission, was an occasion of special interest, more 
than a thousand partaking of the sacramental em- 
blems. It was a blessed sight, that large company of 
redeemed heathen sitting clothed and in their right 
minds, their faces beaming with intelligence and love, 
and all together remembering Christ at His table. 

Never before had such a gathering of Christians 
been seen in Madura, and its influence has been felt 
throughout the district wherever Christian congrega- 
tions have been gathered. 

At the last meeting of the Jubilee services, in the 
midst of the great assembly, Rev. A. Barnes of Pasu- 
malai, moved the following resolutions which were 
unanimously adopted by a rising vote : —

HISTORY OF THE MISSION. 

1834-1884. 



Eablt in 1834, the Jaffna mission appointed Eev. 

Mr. Spaul- ^' Spaulding to visit the continent of 
ding'g visit to India, and see if there was an opening 
there to form a new mission,^ Taking 
three native helpers and a large number of tracts and 
portions of Scripture, Mr. Spaulding visited Bamnad, 
and then, passing through the southern part of what 
is now the Mandapasalai ^tation, he visited Palamcot- 
tah, Nagercoil, and Madura. Having selected Madura 
as the most eligible place, he returned to Jaffna in 
February. 

There were at the time serious objections to a direct 
and formal application to the Madras 
measMe^^^^ government for oflBicial permission to 
enter the field. The objections to enter- 
ing on mere sufferance were equally great. 

At this time Mr. Woodward, of the Jaffna mission, 
was obKged to seek rest on the Nilgheries. While 
there, a notice appeared to the effect that Lord Wil- 
liam Bentinck, Governor- General of India (who 
had recently given permission to American missiona- 
ries to reside in any part of the Bengal Presidency), 
and Sir Frederick Adam, the Governor of Madras, 
were about to take up their abode on the Nilgheries, 
the latter chiefly to be near the military op^^^t^^^^ 
^ MitswiM/ry Herald for April and May, l^a$. 
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against the Coorg Bajah^ who had rebelled against 
British authority. 

While at the Nilgheries the governor met Mr. 
Woodward and was much pleased with his manners 
and character. One day when Mr. Woodward was 
dining with the governor, Sir Frederick remarked that 
he was not satisfied with the missionary operations in 
Madras. Mr. Woodward asked him to describe what 
he would regard a better mode. Sir Frederick then 
sketched a plan which shewed much careful thought. 
Mr. Woodward after listening attentively said that it 
gave him much pleasure to tell his excellency that the 
course of the American missionaries in Jaffna was, in 
all important respects, that which he had just pointed 
out. After some words of ^planation he asked leave 
to send him printed reports of the Jaffna mission. 
Some days later, Sir Frederick told him that he had 
carefully examined the reports, and was much pleased 
with the system of operations they exhibited. Mr. 
Woodward then asked whether his excellency would 
object to having the same things done within his own 
district. Sir Frederick replied that no one could 
answer that question but the ^^ governor in council," 
who was (supposed to be) in Madras. Mr. Wood- 
ward therefore sent to Madras the following letter of 
application : —

The Governor in Council is pleased to comply with 
the request conveyed in the foregoing letter; and 
directs that the Principal Collector, Madura, be made 
acquainted with the resolution of Government on the 
subject.

Mr. Woodward's deep interest in the subject, and 
the excitemenji of mind produced by the success of 
the application, were too much for his feeble constitu- 
tion and in a few weeks he breathed his last while on 
his return to Jaffna. 

The Jaffna mission at once sent Mr. and Mrs. Todd 

and Mr. Hoisington with three native 

deSati^'* ^^^P®^« *^^ Madura. Mr. Spaulding 

came with them to stay only a sliort 

time. Mrs. Hoisington' s health was such that she 

was unable to come at the time, and this occasioned

the return of Mr. Hoisington with Mr. Spaulding in 
September. Mr, and Mrs. Todd with the three native 
helpers were thus left alone from September until Feb- 
ruary 1835, when Mr. Eckard, who had been appointed 
in place of Mr. Hoisington, arrived from JaSna. Mr. 
Todd at first lived for a few days in the travellers* 
bungalow on the wall over the west gate of the 
Madura fort (now the lying-in hospital.) He then 
secured a native house near the English church, and 
afterwards in another part of the fort, while the pre- 
sent east buDgalow was being built. 

August 2nd, the first Communion was held 
in the hired house in the fort. There 
Colmn^^ ^®^® V^^^^^^ Messrs. Todd, Hoisington, 
and Spaulding, Mrs. Todd and Mrs* 
Woodward with the three native assistants, Edward 
Warren 1st, Edward Warren 2nd, and Ashbury. One 
of those present wrote, ^^ This was a season of some 
special interest. It was as though the Lord had spread 
a table in the wilderness, to which the immense mul- 
titudes of this city were to be invited that they might 
partake of the bread and water of eternal life."* 

The missionaries were deeply affected by the large 
and inviting field opened before them and wrote to 
the Prudential Committee urging that twenty-seven 
missionaries be sent at once to occupy the district.f 

Soon after Mr. Todd's arrival in Madura one Eng- 
lish and two Tamil schools were started, 
and Mrs. Todd succeeded in starting a 
small day-school for girls. After Mr. Eckard's arri- 
val in February, an anglo-vernacular school ^^^

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started near the new mission bungalow. Mr. Eckard 
did mucli to establish the mission on a firmer foot- 
hold. He sought out the collector and judge and 
through them obtained much information that help- 
ed the missionaries in getting a knowledge of the 
district and in establishing schools. 

In a letter of reminiscences Mr. Eckard writes of 
this period as follows, '^ Comparing our 

^Z^^k^ «tyl® of ^^^S with the English officials 
the people very much annoyed our assis- 
tants by saying that we were Pariah English, This 
was confirmed by the fact that Mr. Todd had not 
visited the collector and zillah judge. One of my 
first acts after reaching Madura, was to take him to 
see the collector, Mr. Blackburn. We were received 
kindly ; and when he returned our visit the ecstacy of 
our native assistants was intense. Soon it was renewed 
by his coming to take Mrs. Eckard and Mrs. Todd to 
see some Hindu fire-works. He gave his arm to Mrs. 
Eckard, and the immense crowd, of course, yielded 
the right of way as they moved around. This settled 
finally the question as to our position. 

'^ When we reached Madura we had at first a very 
imperfect knowledge of the towns and villages of the 
district, — ^how many villages there were, their names, 
their size and how far distant from the city, and in what 
direction. I was told that in the cutcherry there were 
maps and plans, hidden away by the government 
containing all the information we needed. I askec 
Mr. Blackburn if he would not let us see and oopj 
them. He assumed (playfully) a terrible magisteria 
look and said, ^ Do you, a foreigner, and an American 
3ek to discover the .hidden plans of the government 
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You mast be imprisoned for sucli an offencei come 
with me J He led me ta a room, tmloeked tbe door, 
aTid put paper, pens, aad iak oii tbe table. Th^n he 
UDlocked the door of a place for documents, &c., and, 
taking out some plans aud maps, laid them on the 
table, ' Those,' said he, ' are tbe maps whigh you 
moat not look at, and for eren wisbing tu look at them 
you must bu imprisoned for an bonr.' He tben left 
the room, locking me in, aud after the hour he returned* 
During this time I had copied as much as I thought 
would be a sufficient basis for our more enlarged oper- 
ations : at least enough to guide us in making more 
extensive explorations* When Mr. Blackburn returned, 
he found me with all my copies hidden away and the 
originals as he had left thorn. With an intimation 
that I had better not talk too much about the matter 
he went away. It is now quite safe to mention it. 

'' By request of tbe English residents in Madura and 
also of English-speaking Kurasiaus aud natives, Mr. 
Todd and I alternately held regular English services 
on every sabbath. A missionary of another Society 
reported this '^ desecration'^ to his superior, who 
promptly sent orders to have the church closed. Soon 
afterwards this same missionary came to Miidura to 
look alter some Tan j ore Cbristiana scattered as sheep 
among wolves* I called on him at tbe honse in the 
fort, in which he was stopping, and invited ^™ ^^ 
stay with us. And when he declined this X asked 
him to dinner, which he accepted.

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I were alone and he became very silent. At last he 
said, *I cannot leave you without expressing my 
regret for the bigotry and unchristian nature of my 
conduct in regard to the church.* I begged him not 
to think or speak about it. He said, ' I must tell you 
of my sorrow, and the rather because the evil cannot 
be undone now.* Then he added, *You would 
forgive me, if you knew what kind of persons I sup- 
posed you to be when I interfered as I did. My only 
idea of American religionists was that they were men 
who united the most dangerous heresies with fiery 

fanaticism You yourself would never permit, if 

you could help it, a place of worship to be occupied by 
such persons as I sincerely, but most erroneously, sup- 
posed you all to be.* ** 

In September, 1835, Mrs. Todd was taken seriously 

ill and it was thought best to take her to 

death.* ^^^^'^ Jaffna. She died on the way at Deva- 

patam, and Mr. Todd went on alone. 

At the same time all the native helpers deserted Mr. 

Eckard. He had been in the country (Jaffna and 

Madura) only eighteen months, and was deeply 

affected by his lonely position. Peeling also the 

need of men of large experience for commencing 

such a work, he wrote to Mr. Poor of Jaffna, urging* 

him to come to Madura. 

The Jaffna mission gave Mr. Poor permission to 

come for a few months and also appoint- 

me^ti?^'"''"^; ^d Messrs. Hall and Lawrence with 

their wives,as reinforcements f orMad ura. 

Mr. Poor, with these new missionaries and Mr. Todd 

returning, reached Madura in October, 1836. 

After spending a few weeks in inquiry and obser<« 
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ration Mr. Poor determined to make a bold strike. 

He obtained permi8sion of the collector 

Public meet, to hold a public meeting in the old 
ines in the old . -xr i* • -i • 

palace. palace. Notice was given, and six or 

seven hundred of the leading men of the 
city were present, together with the collector and other 
civilians. Mr. Poor made a long address, giving in 
detail the Jaffna system of schools and education. At 
the close of the address he announced that the mission- 
aries in Madura were about to commence a similar 
system of schools, and that they were ready to engage 
six teachers for the city and six for the adjacent 
villages. He also gave notice that another public 
meeting would be held in the same place at seven 
o'clock on the morning of the following sabbath. The 
wonder and excitement produced in the city were 
such, that on the following sabbath morning a noisy 
crowd of several thousand people thronged the old 
palace. As speech-making or preaching was impossi- 
ble, the missionaries withdrew and held a large meet- 
ing in the mission compound. 

A few days later a committee was appointed and 
authorized to commence two schools like the one formed 
in Calcutta by Dr. Duff. Accordingly, December 9th, 
a school was started in the fort as an high caste Eng- 
lish school, in rooms gratuitously furnished by the 
collector. Several vernacular schools were also started. 
Tifr. Poor returned to Jaffna in December, leaving 
Messrs. Todd, Bckard, Lawrence, and HalV at^^ ^ ^^^ 
helpers who had come with him. In JaxxvifttS'*^^^^* 
Mrs. Hall was suddenly removed by dea.\Xv

matters. Mr. Poor soon after entered 
upon work in Madura, where he continued for six years, 
and Messrs. Halland Eckard were stationed at Ramnad! 
These changes occurred in March. But owing to the 
ill-health of Mr. Hall and Mrs. Eckard they left for 
Jaffna in July and the work at Eamnad, being interrupt- 
ed, was never afterwards taken up by this mission. 
This year the mission received its first reinforcement 
New station ^'''^!'^ ^^^^ America. Mr. and Mrs. 
at Dindigul. Dwight reached Madura in April, and 
in November opened a new station at 
Dindigul. They were joined by Mr. and Mrs. Law- 
rence in May, 1837. 

The missionaries devoted inuch of their time and 
energy to the establishment of free 
.:Freesehool8. schools. In 1837, there were thirty- 
seven of these schools with 1,214 pupils. 
Forty-three of these pupils were girls, principally from 
the Romanists. The schools were examined monthly, 
and the salary of the teachers depended on the result 
of the examinations. The applications for new schools 
in the city and villages were more numerous than could 
be met. A few schools were broken up this year, owing- 
to an absurd report raised by a native, that the mission- 
aries privately compelled the children to drink a dose 
prepared tq bewilder their minds, and so make them 
Christians. Parents also feared lest their children 
should be made slaves, or soldiers, or be transported 
beyond the seas.* Four schools were broken up through 
* Missions of the American Board, India, p. 200. 
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apprehensions aroused by the fact that four Hindu 
teachers had given up heathen practices. 
In March, 1837, in answer to the appeal for twenty- 
seven new missionaries, seven mission- 
foroement^^*^' aries with their wives came from the 
United States : — Rev. Messrs. Cherry, 
Cope, Crane, Tracy, and Ward, together with two 
laymen, Messrs. Steele and Muzzy. When the party 
landed in Madras, Messrs. Tracy and Ward were 
appointed to the Madras mission, but owing to re- 
duction in the funds of that mission they were, in 
October, allowed to proceed to Madui*a, their original 
destination. 

Mrs. Cherry's health was so poor that she and her 
husband proceeded at once to Jaffna

ally tedious and the whole party suffered.' Dr. and 
Mrs. Steele were so prostrated by fatigue and illness 
that they were obliged to stay several weeks at 
Trichinopoly, Dr. Steele himself never fully recovering 
his health.

This year was memorable for commercial disaster 
in the United States, and the schools of 
the mission would have suffered greatly, 
had not the Madras Government made 
three thousand rupees towards their

support.* 

A severe famine prevailed during the year and 
many died of cholera as well as starva- 
Famine. tion. A weekly dole of funds and food 

was kept up for sometime and the 
opportunity improved for preaching to the poor. 
In January, 1838, it was determined to start new sta- 
tions at Sivaganga, Tirumangalam, and 
Kew Stations. Tirupuvanam, Mr. Todd being appointed 
to Sivaganga, Messrs. Tracy and Muzsy 
to Tirumangalam, and Mr. Crane to Tirupuvanam. Dr. 
Steele at this time went to Jaffna for his health. He 
was accompanied by Mr. Cherry, and these two after- 
wards took a voyage to Singapore. 

An annual meeting of delegates of the Madras^ 

Jaffna, and Madura missions met for 

of deiega^s*^ the first time at Madura, February 14th, 

1838. Up to this time although sepa-> 

rate churches had been formed, there 

had been no call for a general ecclesiastical association. 

But at this meeting it was thought best to form such.

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an association in order to ordain Mr. Muzzy. The 
sermon was preached by Mr. Meigs; the ordaining 
prayer was offered by Mr. Winslow; the right hand of 
fellowship was given by Mr. Ward, and the charge by 
Mr. Poor. The service was attended by most of the 
helpers and their families. At the conclusion of the 
ordination special prayer was offered for Mrs. Tracy, 
who was supposed to be dying. The prayer was answer- 
ed and Mrs. Tracy restored to health. This first 
meeting of the delegates is spoken of as having been 
one of great interest and value. 

This year quite a number of the missionaries went 
to Jaffna on account of illness, and so many were going 
and coming that the mission voted to purchase a vessel 
for taking the families to and from Jaffna. The pro- 
ject was however abandoned, and Messrs. Lawrence 
and Todd were appointed by the mission as a com- 
mittee to examine the Sirumali mountains, lying be- 
tween Madura and Dindigul, with a view to determine 
as to the advisability of resorting to them as a sani- 
tarium. 

At the quarterly meeting in October, Mr. Asbury 
was licensed to preach by the association of churches. 

Early in 1839, Mr. Todd's health was so impaired that 
he left for the United States. In March, Messrs. Tracy 
and Muzzy were able to take up their residence in the 
new houses at Tirumangalam. In May, the first day- 
school there was commenced, and in November a boys' 
boarding school with two Sivite boys, sons of the station 
school master, as pupils. 

In September, a church was organised at Tirupd-

ganizafcion. heathen admitted to the church, 1^® bemjy 
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baptized by the name of Cornelius. In December, 
another heathen was baptized, receiving at his own 
request the name of Pakian&than, and dedicating in 
baptism his three children who were named Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob. This man, though the third person 
received into the church from heathenism, seems to 
have been the first to remain firm. 

In 1838, we find a growing desire for an advanced 
school to furnish the mission with well educated helpers, 
and in 1839, the home committee were again urged 
to provide one. About this time ^^ preparandi'* 
classes, consisting of promising young men of limited 
education, were started at a few of the stations with 
a view to their being employed afterwards as mission 
helpers. 

Early in 1840, Mr. Cope was, at his own request, 
transferred to the Jaffna mission. 

A girls^ boarding school was started in Madura in 
place of the girls^ day-school, and was 

Girls* Board- conducted by Mrs, Ward. The girls' 
Bchools. boarding school in Dindigul was increas- 

ed and the four boys' boarding schools 
more than doubled in numbers. In August, a public 
exhibition of the mission city schools, attended by one 
thousand of the pupils, was held in Tirumdl Naik's 
palace, in the presence of a large concourse of Hindus. 
Fourteen schoolmasters and monitors were formed 
into a Bible class and met every week for reading 
the Bible. 

The annual meeting of delegates recommended this 
year that a new station be commenced at Trichino- 
poly, but the. mission did not act upon the recom- 
mendation.

Mr. Poor returned to Jaffna in October, 1841, after 
an absence of six years. 

In September, 1842, the two upper classes in the

at Tirumangalam, as the commence- 
ment of a seminary under Mr. Tracy as principal. 
A vacant mission buugalow was used as the seminary 
building. 

Cholera prevailed severely in Sivaganga and 800 
persons died. Dr. Steele's death this 
year and the many cases of illness in 
other families influenced the mission to ask for an 
appropriation of Rs. 1,000 towards the expeuse of 
a sanitarium. A committee appointed to explore the 
Sirumalai and Palani mountains reported in favor of 
the Sirumalais. The mission decided to commence 
building at once, the missionaries agreeing to assume 
the expense personally in case the home committee did 
not grant the sum asked, A house costing Rs. 550 
was completed early in 1843. 

At this time Mr. Ward was transferred to Madras, 
leaving only six families in the mission. 

Mr. Cherry this year commenced building the East 
church on a spot pointed out by the

suffer for a long time from the same disease. Mr. North 
also suffered in the same way. The missionaries, 
however, did not then attribute the fever to the 
unhealthiness of the Sirumalais, but to the fact that 
fever was uncommonly prevalent in the district and 
those not going to the hills were also taken with it. 

The mission was reinforced in October 
Reinforcement, by the arrival from the United States of 

Mr. and Mrs. Taylor. 
This year the free schools contained 2,840 pupils, 
the largest number yet reached. The missionaries 
at this time received numerous applications from the 
villages for religious instruction. The motives for 
their applications seem to have been a desire to 

escape the extortion of the higher castes

worldly prospects. Three families were considered 

necessary to form a congregation, and these were 

supposed to have deliberately renounced idolatry or 

Romanism. They were to meet on the sabbath for 

instruction.* A small number of prayer houses were 

erected and catechists furnished for the more important 

places. But the funds were wholly inadequate to the 

demand.

ReT. Henry M. Scndder, who had been sent out to 
this miasion, was transferred to the Madras missioii. 
Mr* Cherry this year completed the East church build* 
ing in Madura. There were now over a thousand 

individuals connected with the mission, 
18^4!""''''^^°' as adherents in forty-four village con- 
gregations. The communicants num- 
bered one hundred and twenty, of whom twenty-four 
had been admitted in 1845.

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" Madura was visited this year by an agent of a native 
society at Madras for the promotion of 

Opposition. Hinduism. Besides putting in circula- 
tion the tracts of his society, he delivered 
addresses twice every sabbath to large audiences, 
assembled to hear him in the great temple. These 
addresses were not so much a defence of idolatry, as 
deistical objections to the Bible, gathered chiefly from 
Paine^s " Age of Reason ;'' he dealt largely, also, in 
ridicule of Christianity and its adherents, especially 
the missionaries.^'* 

He obtained subscriptions from the wealthy men 
of Madura and opened an opposition English school. 
Many of the pupils in the mission English school being 
sons of these subscribers left, for a time. But after 
a while nearly all returned. At the same time, and 
possibly in oonnectio^i with this, was 

orts^^^ ^' ®*^^*®^ *^® report that human sacrifices 
were offered in founding the mission 
buildings at Pasumalai.f ^'This and other absurd 
reports were so extensively circulated, that the collec- 
tor, fearing the consequences, made public proclama-

annual expenses. The mission, howevefj declined the 

proff erred aidj saying that the ohject of the seminary 

was "not to raise clerks for Government offices, bub 

helpers and pastors for the mission.'* The seminary^ 

at this time, was the leading educational 

institution iti southern India outside of 

Madras and its vicinity. Its five teachers 

were all Christians, Its pupils numbered 

sixty-one J and came from Tranquebar, Comb ako nam , 

Pudukotta, Madras, Trichinopoly, Vizagapatam and 

Telicherry, as well as from the Madura district. It 

was strictly a caste school as were all the boarding 

schools at this time- 

This year the Dindigul girls' boarding school was 
discontmned and most of the girls were transferred to 
the Madura school. 

The M^lur compound was purchased during the 
Winr com- y^^^^ although the buildings were not 
commenced until nine years later. 

Systematic benevolence received a 
special impulse this year from the 
establishment of Station g^nevolent 
Societies, 
Early in 1847, Messrs, Ford and J, ^ ^^^^^^ 
with their wives joined the Xv^'fe^^"^'^^^^ 
with them came Dr, John ^ \\^^ \^ 
althongh not becoming a i:w ^^^ -y.^ 
mission J acted as mission physician, . ^^:^ 
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This year is marked for the special measures taken 
by the mission for the removal of caste 
^rooffltiow to aistinctions among Christians. In Sep- 
tember a '' love feast" was prepared, and 
all the native assistants were expected to partake, it 
being understood that none who refused would be 
permitted to partake of the Sacrament which follow- 
ed immediately after. A large number refused. In 
October, the same measures were enforced in the Semi- 
nary, at Paaumalai, and resulted in the dismissal of 
nearly all the students and teachers. During the 
year seventy^two persons were suspended from the 
churches on account of caste observance, thirty-eight 
of whom were native assistants.* 

The reductions by the Home Committee were so 

severe at this time that the mission issued

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Beminary with a view to their pursuing a two years 
course.* In 1858, two persons, Mr. Winfred and 
Mr. Henry Zilva, were licensed to preach. 

Early in 1853, Mr. Noyes was transferred from 
Jaffna to this mission and after a short residence at 
Tirumangalam was put in charge of the Periakulam 
station, his residence to be at Kodik&nal on account 
of the ill-health of Mrs. Noyes. 
The mission engaged largely in tract and Bible 
distribution. Many tracts and some 
Literary work, books were prepared. Among others the 
Quarterly Repositary in Tamil was con- 
ducted by Mr. Webb. Mr. Webb also entered upon 
the work of collecting Tamil lyrics suitable for use in 
Christian worship. With a company of native assis- 
tants he visited Tanjore to collect hymns and tunes 
and to secure a uniformity in the singing of them.f 
This resulted the next year in the publication of the 
lyric book, which, as revised by Mr. Washburn, has 
now reached its eighth edition, making over 16,000 
copies in all. 

This year saw the formation of the Native Evangel- 
ical society which commenced work in 
goU^I<^irty: ArupiJ^ottai early in 1854. During the 
first few years of its existence it sup- 
ported catechists in different places, but it soon 
became an auxiliary to the native churches in the 
support of their pastors. The Evangelical society 
still aids needy churches in the support of their 
pastors. 

In 1854, the adherents numbered over four thou-

In March^ it was manifest at 
Pasumalai, and so intense was the feeling that it was 
impossible to proceed with the annual examinations. 
Nearly every member of the school was brought 
under its influence. The revival was present in the 
girls^ boarding school in Madura in Jidy. Several 
congregations in the Periakulam station and a few, 
in other places, were blessed in much the same 
way. 

In this year, 1861, there was also a remarkable spirit 

of benevolence manifested at all the 

JRemarkable stations, and especially at the annual 

volence. September meeting with the helpers. 

A prayer-meeting, preliminary to other 
exercises, which was to have lasted only three-quarters 
of an hour, was prolonged to four or five hours. 
Earnest prayers and remarks were made and contri- 
butions of money, jewels, articles of clothing, &c., 
were given, to the amount of several hundred rupees. 
These contributions were called out as an ofEering, in 
its Jubilee year, to the American Board. The total of 
contributions for the year was Es. 1,290. 

The year 1862 was one of peculiar trial in two 

respects ; one, being the straightened 
Trials. circumstances of the mission. Several 

donations received at this time proved 
the oneness of the feeling of missionaries in India, 
though of different nationalities and organizations. 
Notably the £282 from the Free Church of Scotland 
and Rs. 1,800 from another source and Rs. 50 from 
the native Christians of Tinnevelly. The other trial 
was the eixdden death by drowning of Mr. Scudder> 
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the youngest of the mission circle. He was in charge 
of Periakulam at the time of his death^ and had 
given rare promise of being a valuable worker. 

The mission^ impressed with the value of itinerant 
preaching, purchased tents early in 1863 
Itineracy. and in June, commenced a systematic 
visitation of nearly the whole district. 
Messrs. Webb, Bumell, White and Chester commen- 
cing on the north-west of Dindigul, were followed 
later, by Messrs. Noyes and Washburn on the west 
bank of the Yaigai river. Subsequently Messrs. 
Rendall and Burnell itinerated for three w^eks along 
the eastern base of the Sirumalais. Afterwards 
Messrs. Taylor and Chester followed the road leading 
south from Madura. Between June Ist and the end 
of August, missionary labor amounting to 1 34 days, 
was accomplished, 336 villages visited and over 20,000 
persons addressed. The itineracy was prosecuted with 
the same vigor the following year also, and 749 villages 
were visited by eight missionaries in one hundred and 
two days of itinerating. 

In March, 1863, Mr. Vethandyagam was ordained 
as pastor over the S^mipatti church in 
Ordinations, the Mandapasdlai station and in Sep- 
tember Mr. Gr. Vethandyagam of Malldn. 
kinaru in the Tirumangalam station was ordained over 
the church in that place.

The continuance of the war in the United States 

and the excessive exchange on silver, 
innd^''''^^^ ''' prompted the Prudential Committee to 

suggest an appeal to the friends of mis- 
sions in India for help. An appeal was circulated 
and Bs. 2,344 was collected. 

Bev. P. Yesadian of Mandapas&lai died in October 
of this year. 

A Society for aiding the widows and children of 

deceased agents, and other Christians

The mission had now completed thirty years . There 
were at the close of 1864 eleven missionaries and 
their wives, seven native pastors and 185 other native 
assistants.

Taylor opened the Mandapasdlai girls' boarding school. 
In 1867, commenced the first systematic work for 
Hin-du women. Mrs. Oapron with her 
teachers and pupils spent every sabbath 
afternoon in visiting Hindu families in 
Minamadura. Miss Pollock found many openings for 
such work in Mandapasdlai. In Madura^ Mrs. Chan- 
dler employed a former pupil of the girls^ boarding 
school, to teach in their own house, the wife and 

„. , daughter of a native officiaL This led 

Bible women, . - v^^^ . , i . . , ^ 

in loo9, to the appointment of a new 
class of workers called Bible women- 
Messrs. Eendall and Tracy, with their families, 
visited the United States in 1867. Mrs. Kendall died 
on the voyage after a very brief ilhiess and was buried 
in the Mediterranean. Mr, Herriok, while keeping 
charge of Tirumangalam, was put in charge of Pasu- 
malai seminary. 

In 1868, the mission, for the first time, made the 

payment of fees in the boarding schools 

Fees in compulsory. It ia to be presumed that 

Schools. fees had been already collected, to some 

extent, in the English schools, but no 

report is made of the fact. The first report we have 

of the amount for all the stations is in 1869, when 

the fees amounted to Rs, 726. 

Mr. A. Gr. Bowland, for some years a teacher in 

Pasumalai seminary, was ordained in 

Pastors, Februiary over a new church formed at 

the west gate, Madura city. The Madura 
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Churcli Union was formed this year as a pertnaTi^nt 
ecclesiastical body, to take the place of the temporary 
ABSOciation o£ churches which had been preriously 
organized* Its membership consists of delegates 
from the varions chnrcheSj together with pastors and 
miasionaries. 

Early in 1869^ Dr» and Mr&. Palmer arrived in 
Madura, and with thera^ Miss Hartley 
who came to engage principally in the 
work of female education. She had for 
some time a very flourishing school in the city near 
the temple, which was broken up however^ in 1870, 
ty her departure for the United States. Dr. Palmer, 
on his arrival, relieved Dr. Chester of the duties erf 
miesioB physiciaOj and Mr. Cheeseman, who had been 
in the Madura dispensary since Dr. Lord's departure 
in 1867, leftj and entered upon private practice. 
In 1870j the seminary at Pasumalai ^' was modified 
BO aa to be no longer a school for secular 
education, but a theological school for 
the purely ministerial education of 
mature and e:rperienced men, with a 
course of two or three years study. Thtj 
students were to be selected from ap- 
proved catechists who were to bring their families with 
them.^' Mr. Washburn was put in charge of the semi- 
nary. " At the same time, the girls^ boarditiS acihool at 
Madura was transferred to Pasumalai and t^^^oYg^Ti^^^

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In 1870, Dr. Palmer commenced a medical class 
which has been contiQued to the present time. 

Dr. Tracy, on his return from the United States, 
took charge of a large boarding school at Tirupu- 
vanam in connection with the care of the station. 

The Woman^s Board of Missions which had been 
organized in 1869, as an auxiliary to the 
BibleTwomen. American Board, made special grants 
in 1870, for Bible women who were to 
spend their time in working among Hindu women in 
Madura. Similar work was carried on to some extent 
in Dindigul and M&namadura. The report for the 
year 1870 gives mauy interesting items of this work, 
which has since grown to occupy a very prominent 
place not alone in Madura, but at nearly all the differ- 
ent stations. 

Mr. Bames, for a time a teacher at Pasumalai, was 

ordained in October, over the church at 

Ordination of West Karisakulam in the Mandapas&lai 

tors. station. In 1871, Mr. Barnes, after an 

experience of twenty-five yearsas teacher 

of Biblical exegesis, and theology in the seminary, 

was ordained pastor over the church at Pasumalai, 

Early in 1872, six men were ordained as pastors : Mr. 

D. Belaventhiram at Battalagundu, Mr. Buckingham 

at Ammdpatti in the Battalagundu station, Mr. A. 

Clark at Pukailaipatti in the Dindigul station, Mr. 

D. Vethamutthu at Palani, Mr. J. Cornelius at the 

Madura East Church, and Mr. S. Isaac at Kambam, 

in the Periakulam station. 

Changes by "^^^ years 1871 and 1872 were remark- 
death and re- able in respect to changes in the mis- 
^^^^ ' sion circle caused by death and removal. 
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In February 1871, Mr. Taylor died at Kodikdnal after 
protracted illness. Mr. Penfield was taken with fever 
and died at Pasumalai in August. Messrs. Noyes, 
Capron and Washburn with their families and the 
Misses Hartley, Pollock and Smith all went to the 
United States before the close of 1872. Mr. and Mrs. 
Burriell returned in 1871, and early in 1872, Miss 
Sisson and Miss F. J. Chandler joined the mission. 
Miss Sisson was the first lady sent by the Woman^s 
Board, for labor among women in Madura. 

Three schools for Hindu girls were commenced 
Hindu Girls' ^^ Madura and Dindigul in 1871, and 
Schools. tije number and value of such schools 

has increased yearly. 

The mission had agreed in 1870, to accept the 
aid offered by Government as results 
grants in schools, and in 1872 the sum 
received amounted to over Rs. 3,000. 
The year 1873, found the smallest number of mis- 
sionaries present for many years. At the annual 
meeting in May, only five were present, and all of them 
had been in India more than twenty-four years. Dr. 
and Mrs. Chester who took a visit of nine months to 
the United States, and Mr. Noyes, both returned 
before the close of the year. The mission was also 
reinforced by the arrival of Rev. J. S. Chandler, the 
eldest son of Rev. J. E. Chandler, with Kis wiie, a 
daughter of a former missionary in Jaffna, ax^^ B»ev. 
W. S. Howland and wife ; the former a ^^^ o^ ^^^ • 
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W. W. Howland of Jaffna. 

Mr. M. Thomas was ordained over tv. , 

Sevalpatti in the Mandapasilai station ^.^^ ^ 
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Mrs. Taylor^ who had remained at "^fc^^^^A A?^ 
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alone with her daughter since Mr. Taylor's death in 
1871, left for the United States early in 

Departureg 1875. At the close of the year, Rev. M. 
ments. R* Peek and wife, with Mrs. Minor^ for- 

merly of the Jaffna Mission and mother 
of Mrs. J. S. Chandler, came as a reinforcement. 
Mr. Peck, however, having been taken severely ill at 
Madras was obliged, in April, to return to the United 
States, where he died shortly after his arrival. 

This year 1875, will long be remembered for the 
Visit of Prince "^^it of the Prince of Wales, and the 
of Wales, &o. opening of the South India Railway 
through to Tuticorin. " But perhaps in the villages 
and homes of the people, the year will be remembered, 
not so much for the opening of the railway, and the 
visit of the Prince of Wales, as for the visitation of 
cholera to all parts of the district. The disease 
appeared early in the year on the sea coast, and 
advanced steadily into the interior, following the 
chief routes of travel, falling with great violence 
upon the large towns, or returning and repeating 
its ravages, and spreading into the surrounding coun- 
try. It is reported by an official of one taluk that 
in the course of two or three months 6,606 were 
attacked, out of a population of 215,000, and 2,648 
died.^^* 

^^At the beginning of the year the Evangelical 
Society was laboring under a debt of Rs. 881, with 
little prospect of liquidating it. At the semi-annual 
local meetings of the missionaries, pastors, and assist- 
ants, the matter was taken up with great spirit, and 
so advanced, that before the following annual meeting

in September, the debt was removed, and means to 
meet the appropriations, of the year were provided/^* 
Two pastors resigned and entered upon other work 
this year. Mr. Colton, for a long time a 
teacher in Pasumalai seminary, was 
ordained over the church at Dindigul. 
The mission at this time found that not only was the 
supply of well educated agents well nigh exhausted, 
but also that no adequate provision was being 
made for raising up such men in the near future. 
With this object in view, in June 1876, twenty-one 
hoys who had passed in the various station boarding 
schools the fourth standard examination of the govern- 
ment, were formed into a class at Pasumalai, with 
the design of carrying on their studies beyond the 
point aimed at in the station schools. A monthly fee 
of one rupee and a half was required. New classes 
have been admitted every year since, and this depart- 
ment has developed into a high school. 

This year commenced the Madura Local Fund 
Board's Medical School under Dr. Ches- 
ter's general superintendence, aided by 
a graduate of the Madras Medical Col- 
lege. '^ The object of this school was to 
furnish a class of young men, who, when, they should 
leave the school, would be competent for the treat- 
ment of ordinary cases, and for the perf oruxaTice oi all 
minor operations, and be able to support ^^vetJO^s®^^®® 
either as assistants in the Local Fund ^;^v)etv^^^^^** 
or in private practice.''

In 1876, the mission sustained a severe loss in the 

sudden death of Mr. Capron, October 

M^^Capron. ^^^> ^^ disease of the heart. Mrs. Capron 

remained at M^namadura until the close 

of the year, when the charge of the medical work for 

women in Madura in connection with Dr. Chester 

and the superintendence of the Hindu girls' schools 

in the city devolved upon her. Eev. J. E. Chandler 

and wife returned late in 1876, bringing with them 

their daughter Miss H. S. Chandler who entered with 

her parents heartily into the work at Palani. 

The year will long be remembered by the missionaries 
for the unavoidable reduction in funds 

Reactions in }yy the home committee, severely crip- 
funds and 1 .

Famine. V"^? *"® work m many ways, and more 

especially for the almost total failure of 

rain which brought on the terrible famine that raged 

from October 1876, until December 1877. The record 

of these months of famine is fearful, and the effects 

were widespread. 

^^ Early in 1877, thousands left their homes on 

account of the famine. They went in every direction ; 

hundreds fell victims to cholera by the way, while in 

the places of destination, graves were counted by 

thousands. Although the railway was bringing into 

the district great quantities of grain, the scarcity in 

the out-lying parts of the district was very great. 

Robberies and dacoity increased rapidly. Government 

commenced relief works, and established camps, but 

it could not reach all the cases needing help. People 

who were unable or unwilling to go to the relief works 
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were reduced to great e?:tremities for food; many 
subsisted upon the heart of the aloe, and hundreds 
lived for days and weeks upon the seeds of the senna. 
In June and July, relief was commenced in many 
villages by a daily dole of food or money to those 
ineligible to the relief camps. When the early rains in 
August failed, the out-look was terrible.*'* " At the 
time of the appeal to England in August, 1,750,000 
persons daily received assistance in the famine district, 
and the increased mortality had reached half a 
million.^t 

These events had a marked influence upon the work 
of the year. The distribution of large sums of money 
by the missionaries occupied much of their time 
during the last two months of the year. Aside from 
the money received from the Mansion House Belief 
Fund, money was also received from friends in the 
United States. These latter funds rendered most valu- 
. able assistance to the native Christians. The Mansion 
House Funds were distributed without regard to caste 
or creed. More than six hundred of the Christians 

connected with this mission died, and ' 
Death among hundreds went to other districts, many 

Christians and • , t» t /^ i 

Accessions. even gomg to Kangoon and Ceylon, 
seeking work. The distress turned the 
hearts of many idolaters to the true God. In spite of 
the losses, the total increase over all, was above four 
hundred, making a real accession of over one tbonaand.

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Orphanages were commenced at three stationf?, with 
the help received from Government, and irom the 
Friendless Children's Aid Society of Madras. 

At the September meeting in 1877, a new tract 
containing in verse a brief history of Christ^s life 
was rendered by the scholars of the boarding schools, 
the teachers and oatechists, in varions Tamil and 
Enropean metres, nnder the superintendence of Mr. 
.J. S. Chandler. The resnlt of that experiment has 
been that a children's concert has since formed a 
regular portion of the programme of the first day 
of the meeting. It has also shown its effect in 
improving the singing among all the native helpers. 

Eariy in 1677, the mission was reinforced by the 
'arrival of Miss B. K. Ogden, M. D., and later in the 
year by that of Rev. J. E. Ti*acy (son of Dr. Tracy) 
^nd wife. Miss H. E. Rendail and Mrs. Noyes. Miss 
■Ogden soon joined the Bombay mission* Miss Bendall 
took the place in the Madura girls' boarding school, 
left vacant a few naonths before by the marriage 
of her sister. 

Within three weeks after hiis son's arrival. Dr. Tracy 
was called to his Heavenly home, just forty years 
after his arrival in the district. 

The year 1878, witnessed the largest accession of 
any single year in the history of tte mission. It 
amounted to nearly two thousand four hundred ; and 
a net gain of over two thousand two hundred. The 
churches were also strengthened by an addition of 
four hundred and thirty-three communicants; more 
than treble the number admitted in any one year in 
the previous history of the mission. 

In 1878, Miss Sisson left to engage in work with 
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her sister in connection with a miasion in central India, 
and tUe work among Hindu women in the city which 
had been iucreaaiDg greatly inimpovtaDCeand interef^t 
since her entrance upon it in 1872, passed into the 
hands of Mrs. Capron, 

At the close of 1878 the mission was reinforced bj 
the arrival of Rev. J. P. Jones and wife. 

Early in 1879j Miss H. S* Chandler was removed by 
death after a brief iDness, In April, 

Deatha* Mra. William Tracjj after severalmonths 

of great weakness, was also taken away, 
having completed forty -two years of misaionary life. 
One year later^ in April, Mrs, Noyes died. For 
nearly thirty years she had been subject to fre- 
quent attacks of asthma, which often caused extreme 
suffering. 

In March 1879, Eev, G, H. Gutterson and wife 
joined the mission^ and in December 
Miss G. A Chandler came to take the 
place made vacant by the death of hew 
aister in January. * 

A new and commodions house was completed at the 
sanitarium in March, with funds from the Woman's 
Boardj and named the " Bartlett House, ^' 

Eev- G\ Vethaniiyagam resigned the pastorate of 
the Mallankinaru church this year, and entered upon 
evangelical work in another portion of tbe Tiruman- 
galam station.

thorough study of the Bibl^ 
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ing scliools, a society was formed called the Bible 
Union. Written examinations are now held at the 
close of each year npon the subjects of the yearns 
study, and prizes are awarded according to a fixed 
standard. The results of these examinations are very 
satisfactory. 

The Prudential Committee were forced, by the lack 
of funds in the Treasury of the Board, 

Reductions to reduce the appropriations to the mis- 
oy. sion for 1879, in a way that threatened 

seriously to cripple the work in every 
department. But in April, a large bequest having 
come to the Treasury, not only were the original esti- 
mates restored, but the way was opened for a material 
enlargement in the operations of the mission, and 
grants were made towards meeting the demand for an 
increased number of catechists and teachers. From 
1881 to 1 883, by the help of this bequest to the Board, 
many substantial school buildings and churches were 
erected at the different stations and in many of the 
villages. Among the more notable are, the " Otis* 
HalP^ for the girls' boarding school in Madura, a new 
dormitory and recitation room in Pasumalai, churches 
at Arupukottai and Mandapasdlai, together with many 
buildings long needed in connection with the boarding 
schools at all the stations. 

In February 1881, Mr. Burnell was laid aside from 
work by a most unexpected and sad state of mental 
derangement. He was removed to Madras, where he 
remained under medical treatment until 1882, when 
he was taken to the United States. Mr. Noyes went 
to the United States early in 1881. He married Miss 
M. J. Mandeville of the American Arcot Mission and

returned early in 1882, a.ccompatLied by Rov. A, H- 
Burnell {son of Eev, T, S» BTiroell) and wife. 

In 1881, the Madara girls' boarding school presented 

Hij^her Eiflm- ^^^ ^^^* candidntos for the Middle 

inatioa for School examination. It has since con- 

tmued to proaent a class t^ach year with 

exceedingly satisfactory results. 

The school at Pasumalai wa^ affiliated with the 
Madras Tlnireraity as a second grade 
college In November, 1881 ^ and a prepar- 
atory F. A, clapiSj consisting of four 
Christian young men, waa opened on the first of March, 
1882, which class was examined in Decemberj 1833, for 
the F. A, degree. The college has since anmiatly 
received a new class. 

In March, 1832, Misa M. S. Taylor, after fourteen 
years of onititerrupted work in the Mandapasilai sta- 
tion, returned to the United States. 

At the antiual meeting with the assistants in Sept- 
ember^ 1882, one erening was spent in 
conducting open-air Gospel services with 
the use of the aciopticon, by Mr. Tracy, combined with 
preaching and with the singing of lyrics and an 
accompaniment on one of Mason and Hamlin's port* 
able organs. Mr. Tracy has since used his sciopticon 
in similar out- door services in many parts of Ms, and 
other stations* He has been universally weU received 
by all classes, and it has proved a valuabl^^ ^id itt t\ie 
proclamation of the Gospel to the heathei^^

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March, 1883, the helpers were given a written examina- 
tion, and. the classes were arranged in accordance 
with the results of this examination. This arrange- 
ment of the classes according to attainments, has added 
much to the interest and importance of the annual 
meetings in September, as only those who have passed 
the prescribed examinations are allowed to attend 
or participate in the e;xercise8 of the npieetings* A 
careful list of all the mission helpers was prepared, 
and the results of this examination enteyed with their 
names. Provision was made for the admission of new 
members to each class, and for promotion, by an annual 
examination, to take place every March. 

Early in 1883, Mr. and Mrs. Herrick with Mrs. 

Burnell (senior) left for the United 
B^X^^''''^ States. Mr. and Mrs. Washburn also 

went for a furlough. These departures, 
and the sudden death of Mr. Kendall in June, brought 
about many important changes in the location of the 
missionaries, and gave the schools at Pasumalai three 
different Principals within six months. Two stations 
were left vacant. These changes occurring in the first 
part of the year, combined to make the annual meeting 
with the helpers in September, one of marked interest, 
which culminated at the close of the week's services 
in a protracted meeting held on Sunday evening. It 
was a meeting of penitent confession of sin, and 
prayer for the Holy Spirit. 

In Deceniber, 1883, Mr. Samuel Taylor, son of Rev. 
P. Yesadian, the former pastor at Mandapasilai, was 
ordained over the newly formed church at Arupukottai ; 
and in May, 1884, Mr. A. Pitchaimutthu was ordained 
oyer the church at Kodikanal. 
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The year 1884, opened with the still vivid impres- 
sion of the meeting of September, and the saddening 
influence of a severe visitation of cholera in, and near 
Madura, in which many of our Christians suffered. 
Mr. EendalPs death had cast a gloom over the mission, 
and it was with saddened and subdued hearts that the 
mission prepared for the celebration of its Jubilee in 
February. The result of the meeting, however, was 
most gratifying, and the whole Christian community 
was strengthened and gladdened by its influence. 
. In July, Mr. Hazen, who had been laboring in the 
United States since 1869, having been reappointed 
to the mission, returned to Madura with his second 
wife, and Miss K M. Swift. 







Rev. William Todd. 
1834—1839. 

Mr. and Mrs. Todd w^re the first missionarieg 
appointed by the Jaffna mission to come to Madura. In 
September, 1835, Mrs. Todd was so severely ill that it 
was thought best she should be taken to JafEna. She 
died on the way, at Devapattam. Mr. Todd proceeded 
to Jaffna and returned early the next year. In 1836, 
he married Mrs. Woodward, whose first husband was 
the Eev. Edmund Frost of the Mahratta mission. She 
lived in Madura less than five months. 

Mr. Todd' commenced the station of Sivaganga. 
When he left for America he was greatly reduced 
in health. He always retained his interest in the 
Madura mission, and induced the people of a new 
town that he helped to form in the State of Kanas, 
TJ. S. A., to name it Madura. He died as late as 
August, 1876. 

Rev. Henry R. Holsington. 1834. 

He joined the mission with Mr. Todd. He seems 
to have been much disappointed with Madura. 
Owing to ill health, his wife did not come with him, 

d in a few months he returned to Jaffna. When 
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Mr- Poor came to Madura, Mr. Hoiaington was put in 
charge of Battacotta seminary^ which he coadacted 
with much efficieBcy- 

Rev. James R. Eckard, 
1835—1836, 
He was a very energetic man and did much towards 
putting the Madura miaBion on a permanent basis. 
He won the good-will o£ the collector and the civilians, 
which was a great help in the early years of tha 
naission. Impressed with the fact that experienced 
missionaries were needed to begin the work^ he per- 
suaded Mr. Poor to come and labor in Madura, and 
he himself returned to JaSoa after a short stay at 
Ilamnad.

Rev. John Jay Lawrence. 

1835—1846. 

He came to Madura by way of Jaffna and worked 
very zealonisly till the close of 1846, when he died 
at Tranquebar on his way to the XJuited States, Most 
of his missionary life was spetit in the Dindigul dis- 
trictj wlticb then included all of the Periakulam and 
Palani Taluks. Traces of his labors are often met with 
in villages more than Beventy milea from his home. 

It has been said of Mr. Lawrence that at times 
his zeal would outrun his judgment. On one occa- 
sion he saw in a Hindu temple a wotnan engaged 
in worshipping some clay idols* ThinVvxiS, ^^^^ ^^ 
could give the woman an object lessox^ ^^ ^o^'v^^S 
the helplessness of the idolsj he, witl^ ^^ %l\.

^ Rev. Daniel Poor. 

1835—1841. 

Mr. Poor .first came to Madhra upon the urgent 
request of Mr. Bckard, but stayed H)nly a few months. 
He, however^ came again and remained nieariy six 
years, after which he returned to Jaffna. 

He is still held in grateful remembrance by many 
in, and about, Madura, who learned to read Mid write 
in hi% schools. He was of great service in perfecting 
a system of school management and a course of study. 
Mr. Poor was a man of marked ability and gave 
frequent astronomical and other scientific lectures 
besides writing much both in English and Tamil, and 
holding discussions with learned Brahmins upon Hindu 
philosophy. More than all these, his earnestness and 
fidelity in his work, his cheerful and helpful faith 
in the final triumph of the Gospel, and his iniperturba- 
ble good nature, his flashes of wit and pleasantry^ all 
combined to make him a delightful feUow-laborer 
twidfltted him most admirably to meet and overcome 
the obstacles that were encountered in establishing 
the ne^ mission. When Mr. Poor left Jaffna, the 
report was started among Hindus there, that having 
acquired as much merit as was possible in that 
secular place (Jaffna), Siva had graciously rewarded 
him by taking him to Madura, where his merit would 
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be mticH enhaiK^d by'thb superior sanctity of that 
city. 

Rev. Rbbert O, Dwight. 
1836—1844. 
Mr. Dwight was a man of rare qualificatioiis and 
fitness for mission work. His habits and attainments 
were scholarly. A business education in New York 
also specially fitted hin^ to act as secretary and 
treasurer of the mission. Godly piety, prayerful de- 
votion, together with strong faith, were his leading 
characteristics. 

Rev. Nathaniel M. Crane. 
1837—1844. 
Mr. Crane built the mission house at Tirupuvanam. 
He suffered much from ill health and was entirely 
broken down before he was willing to give up the 
work in 1844. After spending a few years in agri- 
cultural pursuits in the invigoratiilg climate of the 
United States, he so far regained his health as to be 
able to preach twelve years in a home missionary field. 

Rev. Ferdinand D. W. Ward, D.D. 
1887—1843. 
Mr* Ward is still living in the United States. After 
seven years of labor in Madura, he was transferred 
at his own reque3t to the Madras minion. He was 
noted as an eloquent preacher in English and as a 
teacher in his English school. An English servfce 
which was held every Sabbath evening in the upper 
room of the mission bungalow was largely attended 
by the English-speaking community, and several per- 
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sons who were converted at the time^ are still living 
witnesses of the earnestness of his preaching. 

Rev. Clarendon F. Muzzy. 
1837—1856. 
Mr. Muzzy was a man of* much prayer and sincere 
piety. One of his specialities was mineralogy. Travel- 
ing about the district on his missionary tours 
he seemed almost instinctively to know where rare 
minerals were to be found. He made sonie very 
valuable collections that may be found in the Madras 
and other Museums^ both in England and the United 
States. Mrs^ Muzzy was a very earnest devoted Chris- 
tian woman and a true help-meet to her husband. 
After ten years of faithful missionary labor she was 
taken to her rest. 

John Steele, M.D. 
1837—1842. 
Dr. and Mrs. Steele were much esteemed by their 
associates. He was always feeble from disease con- 
tracted in their lopgand tedious journey from Madras 
to Madura. A trip to Singapore strengthened him 
somewhat. Cholera raged in Dindigul during his resi- 
dence there, and he was so successful in the treatment 
of many severe cases that the people expressed their 
gratitude by a public beating of the tom-tom* He 
died 6i consumption in Madura very much regretted 
by alL His funeral was attended by all the English 
residents atid by a large concourse pf natives, '* One. 
with whom he had been intimately associated for five 
years said of him, I do not recollect a word or a^i 
action which I could wish diffetent.'^^

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Rev. William Tracy, D.D. 
1837—1877. 

From 1842 uutil 1867, with Uj© exception of a 
few years iu the (Joited States, ho was in charge of 
tlie BetQinary which was started in TirumaTigiilain 
but was suon after moved to Pasurnalai. On bia 
return from the TjBited States in 1870^ he took charge 
of the station of Tirupuvanam, For a number of 
years he represented the mistiion on the Tamil Kevision 
Committee of the Madras Auxihaiy Bible Society, 
and day after day for many yearWj a portion of his 
time was given to aid in bringing out what has been 
called one of the best translations of the Bible in any 
language. He also gave much time to the preparation 
of Bibbcal and Theological text-books for his pupils, 
Mr* Tracy waa a man of great steadiness of character 
and purpose* He was cheerful even in severe suffer- 
ing. Ho was greatly loved by all his associates. The 
younger mission tiries will always remember him as 
a wise and kind counsellori, His pnpila loved him as a 
Father* He took such interest in them that every one 
thonght himself a special favourite. He is remem- 
bared and honored by hundreds whom he taught. 



Rev. Horace S. Taylor* 
1S44— 1871, 
Mr, Taylor labored in India twenty-si 5c ye^''^^' ^Vs\t- 
ing the United States bat once during VVv'^^^ XiV^*^- 
*^He was a most successful preacher to -tv v'^^'^ ^^' 



winning tliera by his simple mode of ^-^ 
truth, by love manifest in hia addreaSj a 
patience in labors for their behalf, ^^ 
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the Mandapasdlai station and was very successful in 
gathering Christian congregations. When he died 
there were thirty-two congregations (embracing seven- 
teen hundred and seventy-one persons,) connected with 
the station. He was the means of organizing ten 
village churches and of ordaining five native pastors 
among the people of his charge. Very rarely does 
any foreigner so closely identify himself in feeling 
and in interest with the people, or win their respect 
and affection as did Mr. Taylor."^ 

Rev. Edward Webb. 
1846—1864. 
Mr. Webb joined the mission with Mr. Herrick and 
Mr. Rendall. He was at first stationed at Sivaganga 
and afterwards at Dindigul. Being much interested 
in the Palani district, he was the means of a station 
being commenced at that place. Very proficient in 
Tamil, and a lover of music, he w^s very successful in 
introducing the singing of Christian lyrics with native 
tunes. His health failing ^oon after his return from 
a second visit to the United States, he reluctantly 
left the mission, field and returned to the Unijie^ 
States in 1864, and has since been connected with 
educational work there. 

Rev. William B. Capron. 

1857—1876.' 

Mr. Capron visited the United States but once. 

His kindliness and earnest sympathy and interest in 

all was remarkable. He never spoke hastily and for 

this reason his opinions were always valued. He was

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accurate in all business, aod his true godlinej^s gave 
him groat influence aud power. He originatedj aud 
broiight into prosperity, the Madura Widows' Aid 
Society, which of itself is a lasting monunxent- 

Rev. Charles T. White, D.D. 
lSu7— 1S69, 
He was pnt in charge o£ the now Btation at Palnnij 
but the financial crisis in the United States prevented 
the completion of a bungalow until I8G2. During the 
interval be resided at Dindigul having charge of both 
stations most of the time. He endeared himself to 
his native associate a, by kindiy sympathy and entire 
freedom from conventionalities* 

Rev, Thomas S. Burnell, 
1855—1882. 
Through his early experience as a printer in Jaffua 
he acquired a very good knowledge of TamiL He 
labored a few months in Tirumangalam, but was soon 
transferred to Melur^ where he i-esided most of the 
time until 1882^ when ho was obliged to leave the 
country on a.ccount of severe mental disease. He 
was very energetic and faithful in touring in all parts 
of his fieldj and preaching the Gospel to every one 
he met. 



Rev. John Rendall. 
1846—1883, 
During Mr, Rendaira thirty-eight year-^^ 
tion with the mission he visited the XT

only once. He was first stationed at Dlt\^ ^VV^ a^^ ^ 
I840j he came to Madura and was made ss/^^df k*» 
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treasurer, positions which he held until 1867, when 
he went to the United States. He was again appoint- 
ed secretary in 1872 and treasurer in 1874, holding 
both positions at his death in 1883. He died, June 13, 
1883, in Bombay, where he had gone for a difficult and 
delicate surgical operation. 

The accuracy of his methods as treasurer, was 
remarkable. Scarcely less so was his clearness and 
wisdom and power as the secretary oi the mission. 
He was a wise and loving adviser with missionaries and 
natives as well. He was wholly unselfish and loved 
every member of the mission, every pastor and helper 
and Christian. Every one saw that he served but one 
Master and that he strove to serve him faithfully."* 

While on the journey to America in 1867, Mrs. 
Eendall was severely prostrated by illness in the Eed 
Sea and in Egypt, and died on board the steamer only 
two days out from Alexandria. " Though Mrs. Kendall 
was in every respect well fitted for her position, her 
associates will remember her especially for certain 
qualities which fitted her to bear so long and so well, 
the very burdensome duties of a missionary's wife 
at the Central station — her executive ability, her 
good judgment, her power of endurance, her patience 
and her genial hospitality. The charge of the girls' 
boarding school, the oversight of " tappals" to eight 
mission families at other stations, with purchases, and 
other acts of assistance, various and numberless, the 
duties of hospitality both to missionaries and strangers, 
all found Mrs. EendalPs kindness and cheerfulness 
and, apparently, her physical strength, unflagging.'^*

was married in 1877, to Rev* H, Horaley of the C. M-

Rev. David Colt Scudder. 
1861—1802. 

Mr. Scndder waa drowned io attempting to swim 
across the Yai^ai riverj white in flood, on his way 
home from one of his villages. He gave himself to 
the missionary work early in life and eotered upon it 
with great earnestness and zeal, having thoroughly 
prepared himself for the work* 

" During the few months of his missionary life ho 
had been most geuial in his intercourse with his 
associatea, most diligent in his application to etady^ 
and moat earnest and zealous in his efforts to pi'o- 
mote the cause of Christ at his station/'^ 

Rev. Thornton B. Penfield. 

1867— 187L

MISS Sarah W. Ashley.

Miss Ashley was the first unmarried lady to join 
this mission. After five years earnest work in the 
Madura girls' boarding school she was married to 
William Yorke, Esq., principal of the G. V. B. S. 
Training Institution in Dindigul^ and died at Kodi- 
kinal in 1872. Her faithful influence over her tailor^ 
was the means of the conversion of the only person 
from that caste who has been baptized in this mission. 

Miss Martha S. Taylor. 

1868—1882. 

Miss Taylor was the first of the missionary children 
of this mission to return to India. She was very 
proficient in Tamils and remained in the country after 
her father's death in 1871^ and her mother's return to 
the United States in 1875, until 1882. Her principal, 
work was the charge, for many years, of the boys' and 
girls' boarding schools at Mandapas&lai. 

Miss Elizabeth SIsson. 

1872—1878. 

Miss Sisson w^s the first lady who was sent out to 

this mission under the newly formed Women's Board 

of Missions, to labor among the native women in 

Madura. By her marked devotion to Christ she

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made a deep impression, and carried on tte work

Mrs, J. M, Minor. 
1875—1884, 

Originally appointed to the Siam mission, she after- 
wards married Mr* Minor of the Jaffna mission. After 
many years of labor there, and eabseqnent residence 
in the United States, where her husband died, she 
came to India and assisted her daughter in work 
among the girls of the Battalagundu school, and the 
women of the station. She returned to the United 
Stales in 1884. 
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The record of fifty- years is finished. The mission 
begins the second fifty years under circumstances far 
different to those of fifty years ago. Then every- 
thing was new and uutvied. There were no Christians, 
and the agents were almost as foreign as the mission- 
aries themselves. 

At first coldly received by the people as evan- 
gelists, the missionaries turned much of their strength 
towards winning the attention of the people, and 
ultimately the affection of many, through the build-* 
ing up of schools in Madura, and in the surrounding 
villages. 

As converts were gathered this extended system 
of schools gradually disappeared, and more strictly 
evangelical work engaged the time and strength of 
the missionaries. The schools for a time lessened in 
number and those of higher grade became more 
select. Many educational plans were tried, modified, 
or abandoned. Native agents were raised up, churches 
organized, and pastors ordained. 

The mission now enters upon the second half of 
its first century with no more missionaries than were 
on the ground within three years of its commence- 
ment. But the mission has for its guidance the 
accumulated experience of fifty years. Twelve mission- 
aries and their wives, one single lady and three 
unmarried ladies are at present members of the 
mission. Five of the missionaries have labored more 
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tlian twentj'-fivG years each ; all the ofcTiera have h&en 
in India leaa than twelve years. It is not likely that 
the number will change nmch, for in fifty years 
the number connected with the mission at any one 
iime, has nerer exceeded twelve families. Of the one 
hundred and four perBons who have been connected 
with the njission aince its commencement thirteen 
have been children of missionanes. Eight of the pre- 
sent twenty-eight members of the mission are children 
of foreign missionariea of the American Board, and all, 
except one, bom in India or Ceylon. This speaks 
well for the ioterest the children take in the work of 
their parentSj and ia a hopeful sign for the future* 

Fifteen of the eighteen men who have been ordain- 
ed as native pastors have churches under their care. 
These pastors are supported without aid from home 
funds, and every year they receive a larger proportion 
of their salary from the churches to which they minis* 
ten The churches and pastors are thus coming to 
depend more and more upon each others and the pastors 
grawing into closer relation to their people thaw could 
be expected in any other way» The difficulties in- 
volved in their full support by the people, although 
not fully settled, are fast being removed as the com- 
mnnicants grow in knowledge and earnestness. 

The catechists, who number at present one hundred 
and forty, are improving from year to year^ a,^^) more, 
than ever before, are entering upon i\x\^ -^o^ ivom 
love of it, and less from the desire to se^v t^"^'^^^^ 
sustenance* The number of those of C1\y.^ v^^^ ii\^^ 
age is increaaiEg yearly, and this Chx-v "^ '^ ^^^^'^ 
from infancy shows its fruits in an iv„^/^^ <^ V^^^ 
Ben&e regarding the duty and work of a 
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number is increased from year to year from the ranks 
of the teachers^ and from those who have passed 
through the theological seminary at Pasumalai. 

The teachers are more than ever before, those who 
are really fitted for their work. The contention for 
position is now so sharp that only the best are likely 
to secure the prominent places, and even in the more 
inferior positions, the inefficient are soon displaced. 
There are a few non-Christian teachers in some of 
the highest positions, but as soon as Christians of like 
attainments are available these will gradually be dis- 
placed. While the duty of the Christian teachers is 
in the first place, that of teaching, yet their influence 
and example is on the side of Christianity ; many, in- 
deed, have the charge of a Christian congregation in 
addition to their duties as teachers. More and more 
are these catechists and teachers looked upon with 
respect by the surrounding heathen community. 

The village schools are more or less variable in 
their numbers from year to year. The increased 
strictness of the rules of government as pertains to 
the receiving of results grants has closed many small 
schools. The village schools are now confined princi- 
pally to the larger villages, and the total of Hindu 
pupils has risen from two hundred and fourteen in 
1856, to over three thousand at present. As the 
Bible is carefully taught in all these schools^ the pro- 
mise for the future is hopeful. 

As the number of Christians increases, a more care- 
ful selection of pupils is being made for the boarding 
schools which are now found at every station which 
is occupied by a resident missionary. In its past 
history the mission for a time discontinued all the 
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boarding schools. When a few years later there were 
no candidates qualified in the theological seminary, 
and good teachers were hard to be found it saw its 
mistake. Mission agents to prove of value must have 
had an early training better than can be usually found 
in the village schools. While it is, of course impossi- 
ble that all who pass through the boarding schools, 
should become catechists or teachers, yet these board- 
iaig schools enable the missionary to make a better 
selection. The standard of these schools is steadily 
rising. While the connection with government and 
its constantly changing rules is at times trying, yet 
the stimulus of the annual examination is of great 
value to the pupils, and the conditions for receiving 
a grant are of themselves of value in promoting exact* 
ness and precision on the part of the teachers. Be- 
sides, to obtain employment, a person is required to 
show his certificate of the examination he may have 
passed, and as no person can pass a higher without 
proof of having passed a lower examination, it is worth 
the while, for this reason also, to keep up connection 
with government. It is manifestly impossible for the 
mission to provide employment for the increasing com- 
munity of educated Christians, yet it would much re- 
gret to have Christian boys and girls forced to seek 
even their primary education in Hindu schools. 

The providing of employment and a means of suste- 
nance for the increasing number of more or less edu- 
cated Christian youth is a problem which, is as yet 
unsolved p All cannot look forward to beii^flr ^astoTs 
catechists or teachers. Their education ' """" 

one-sided, in that it is an education itx 
ledge^ and to a degree unfitting thett^ 
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hiboT as a m^ans of snpporfc. Other missions have 
tried industrial schools with such varying success that 
the mission has hesitated to inaugurate such a school 
or schools. Yet it is evident that such a school is now 
demanded^ and had the mission the means at hand the 
experiment of an industrial school in some modified 
form or other probably would be commenced. Yoang 
men who are able to pass the Middle School and Ma- 
triculation examinations usually have no tix)uble in 
securing employment. This number however is neces- 
sarily small. The problem is one of peculiar embar- 
rai^sment in the case of those youth who have studied 
in the village and boarding schools, and whose parents 
having no property of any account are unable to give 
them a proper support. It is not that the Christians 
need to be supported, but that the sons of many of 
them who have from earliest youth grown up in the 
light of Christianity are filled with a desire to better 
their condition. It has fostered a healthy ambition 
-which must be properly directed, or it will lead its 
subjects into unworthy employment and evil. 

The Madura girls' boarding school is taking a high 
stand, and is yearly sending forth classes of Christian 
girls whose influence is felt more and more not only 
in the Christian, but also in the surrounding Hindu 
community. 

The high school at Pasumalai receives pupils froni 
the various station boarding schools after having 
passed the fifth standard government examination^ 
and takes the majority to the Middle School, and 
many to the Matriculation examinations. The college 
takes the selected few to the First in Arts exami^ 
nation. This high school and college contain the 
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best youths from all the stations. And the influence 
of these institutions is increasing every year. Their 
value in the work of evangelizing this district, can- 
not be over estimated. 

^^ Our justification, as a mission in maintaining a 
school and college traversing the same ground of 
secular instruction as the government Zilla school 
and college, is our strong belief that instruction in 
English, in mathematics, in physics and in geography 
does not, by any means, cover the ground of daily 
school training, in which youth receiving their edu- 
cation should be exercised. In this curriculum, 
neither is the conscience trained, nor is the character 
of God and our relations to Him, doctrines at the 
foundation of religion, morality, good citizenship and 
pure social life, inculcated to any degree proportioned 
to their importance. In a heathen community where 
the tendencies are largely wrong, we regard it as of 
the utmost importance that this training should go on 
from day to day, developing the conscience and in- 
tellect simultaneously, and at the same time impart- 
ing a knowledge of God and our duties to him along 
with a knowledge of mathematics, and language, and 
that science should be taught in the light of Christian 
theism. It is our aim to give importance to the study 
of God's word and to study it in a practical spirit." ^ 

The theological seminary at Pasumalai, after passing 
through various modifications, consists now of two 
classes*. One advanced, and taking a portion, oi its 
studies in English, and the other less a^^^^^®^ ^^^ 
with studies wholly in the vernacular. Th^ >^^o«>'^^^'^ 
the theological seminary is very hopeful ^ ^ ^ ^

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boarding schools at tHe stations^ and tHe high school 
and college at Pasumalai are yearly sending out well 
educated^ the best of the youths from all the stations. 

The work in behalf of Hindu women is growing in 
importance and interest. Madura city afEords the 
largest opportunity for this work, but Bible-women 
are employed at the other stations as well. The Hindu 
girls' schools are increasing from year to year in 
number as well as in importance. This education of 
the future mothers in so many respectable Hindu 
families will not be without a marked effect in the 
future ; and, as the Bible is taught in all these schools, 
who can foresee what a power for good these schools 
will prove. 

The thirty-three organized churches are growing 
from year to year, not only in the number of commu- 
nicants, but also in knowledge and strength,and ability 
to regulate their own affairs. Connected as they all 
are by the pastors* unions, which are made up of the 
missionaries, pastors and delegates from each church, 
they feel a common interest in all that pertains to the 
growth of their individual churches, and the advance- 
ment of the work in every department. The com- 
municants are realizing as never before that they are 
members of an organized body of Christian workers, 
and they are feeling more than ever that each individual 
member has a work to do in seeking after those about 
them who have not accepted Christianity. Contribu- 
tions towards the support of pastors and for all bene- 
volent objects are yearly increasing. These churches 
promise well as future centres of organized work among 
Christiaos and for the heathen. The Native Evangel- 
ical Society which has helped thd churches so many 
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years in the support of their pastors^ is contemplating 
the enlarging of the scope of its work in the support 
of evangelists in destitute portions of the district. It 
is a home missionary society and as the mission in- 
creases in size and strength^ it will be a great power 
for good in spreading the Gospel more effectively into 
every part of the district. 

The Christian community which has been increasing 
at the average rate of nearly two hundred and fifty 
per year since the commencement of the mission^ now 
numbers nearly twelve thousand.^ Of these there 
are at present over five thousand and nine hundred 
who are baptized. Two thousand eight hundred^ or 
one quarter of the total number of adherents^ are 
communicants. 

There is every reason to expect that this Christian 
community will increase with greater rapidity in the 
future. Idolatry is losing its hold in many places. 
But the ties of relationship and caste are strongs and 
bind the masses to their old customs and worship. 
Yet these very ties of kinship are serving to lead 
many to embrace Christianity, When one of a circle 
of families professes Christianity, it is very easy for 
those connected to follow in the same steps. These 
small circles are also the centres of larger and wider 
circles. In this way the larger the number who 
from year to year embrace Christianity, the greater 
is the preparation for the speedy coming of the 
kingdom of Christ, when these thousands of idolaters 
sliall in one day burst the chains of caste and super- 
stition, and come seeking that true Light which is from 
above. 

The teaching of those who come to us year by year 
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is a serious problem. The means from home for fiup- 
porting the preachers is limited, and the people them- 
selves will have to provide for those who teach them 
of Christ. More from the middle classes are now 
embracing Christianity, and this is solving in part the 
problem of the support of the preachers by the contri- 
butions of the hearers. 

Such is the out-look, hopeful, and yet full of unsolv- 
ed problems. 

The seed is being sown broadcast, and yet with 
care and earnest seeking that the Holy Spirit may 
bless the Word. 

The progress from day to day cannot be noted, but 
from month to month and year to year it will be easy 
to see the advance. The progress will accelerate 
Until with God's blessing it will soon exceed man's 
feeble expectation, and extend on every side. May 
God hasten it in His good time.
